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Two GHI Petitions Valid 
Special Meeting for Jan. 7

The Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes Ince. called 
a special meeting for December 8 to discuss the ramifica- 
tions of three member petitions received at the December 
1 board meeting. A petition from 50 or more members 
requires a special membership meeting to be held within 


45 days of receipt. 


The December 8 meeting was to set 


those procedures in motion as well as to verify the receipt 


of valid petitions. 


Two of the three petitions were found 


to be valid. A full membership meeting has been set for 
January 7, 1995, at Greenbelt Elementary School at 2 p.m. 


The Petitions 

The three petitions covered 
the following issues: 1) To block 
GHI monthly fee increases for 
1995; 2) to block monthly fee in- 
creases for 1996-1998, with the 
exception of taxes; and 3) to re- 
-move Alan Freas from the GHI 
Board of Directors. 

Each of the petitions was re- 
ceived with a few over the min- 
imum 50 signatures. After a re- 
view of signatures, the two 
petitions related to the budget 
were found to be valid petitions. 
On the 1995 budget issue, 57 
signed the petition — three sig- 
natures were found to be inval- 
id, twe of which were subtenants 
unauthorized. to vote. On the 
1996-98 budget petition, 55 signed 
and four were found to be in- 
valid. 

On the petition to remove Alan 
Freas, 51 signatures were re- 
ceived and three were invalid. 
Thus that petition is not valid 
and that topic will not be discus- 
sed at the January 7 meeting. 
After much discussion by the 
board and the other members in 
attendance, members indicated 
that if the petitioners seek more 
signatures on the same petition 
in order to obtain the minimum 
of 50 valid members, the board 
could declare the petition valid 
and the board could set up an- 
other special meeting as provid- 
ed by the bylaws. 

Although no valid petition has 
yet been received, the board 
chose to discuss this third peti- 
tion. The bylaws regarding re- 
moval of a board member indi- 
cate that the specific cause must 
be stated in the petition. There 
was discussion by board and 
members whether a cause was 
listed on the current invalid pe- 
tition and who would decide on 
the specificity ofa cause. It, 
was finally decided that a petition 
could be stated as the petitioners 
wished and it would be up to 
the members at a special mem- 
bership meeting to decide if the 
petition was valid. 

The January 7 meeting 

There was much discussion a- 
bout the cost of the December 
1994 special meeting and ways to 
reduce that cost for the next 
meeting. The last special meet- 
ing cost about $8000, a substan- 
tial portion to have an attorney 
present. After discussions of al- 
ternate sites, it was decided that 
the Greenbelt Elementary School 
was probably the best choice. It 
was also decided to have a parli- 
amentarian and a recording sec- 
retary present, but not to include 
a lawyer this year. In addition, 


it was agreed to rely on volun- 
teers to set up chairs, register 
members, etc. With the exception 
of selected GHI management 
staff, only GHI members will be 
allowed at the meeting. 
Binding Vote 

Director Carol Levin described 
the problem encountered at the 
last special meeting related to 
whether a vote at the meeting 
would be binding or advisory. 
The attorney indicated that it 
would be advisory, a decision 
that Levin indicated sidetracked 
the meeting. Levin would like the 
board to settle the issue before 
the special meeting so that the 
board can affirm that the vote of 
the..membership. will be binding. 
A number of the board members 
indicated that they could support 
such a statement of a binding 
vote for the 1995 budget issue. 
Vonda Henry, GHI treasurer, 
however was adamant that she 
felt it was the duty of the cur- 
rent board not to tie the hands 
of future boards. She also felt 
that it would be against her fid- 
uciary responsibility to the cor- 
poration. After much additional 
discussion, a decision was not 
reached on the issue of a binding 
vote. 


City Funds Invested 
Safely, Treasurer Says 


“Zilch” was the abrupt answer 
of City Treasurer Michael P. 
McLaughlin when asked if the 
City had any investments in deri- 
vatives. It was investment in 
these speculative instruments 
that caused Orange County, Cali- 
fornia to file for bankruptcy and 
caused Charles County, Maryland 
to lose a substantial sum. 

McLaughlin advised that the 
city invests some of its idle cash 
in a state operated fund pool, the 
Local Government Investment 
Trust (LGIT), which is under 
the supervision of State Treasur- 
er Lucille Maurer and managed 
by the Mercantile Bank. Accord- 
ing to a recent financial state- 
ment, the pool funds are invested 
in federal agency obligations 
such as the Federal National 
Mortgage Association (FNMA 
or Fanny Mae). The longest 
term for investments is ninety 
days and the funds are widely 
diversified with no more than 
2.7% invested in any one type of 
instrument. 

At present the city has $4.9 
million invested in LGIT. Mc- 
Laughlin says that this is an 
unusually high sum. because the 
bulk of property taxes are paid 
by October 1 but spent over the 
entire year and because the city 
has borrowed funds for the Com- 
munity Center but is paying the 
contractor for work only as it is 
being completed.

Greenbelt Drivers Beware! 


Parking Officer on Duty

Citizens should be alert to the fact that Greénbelt’s 
new parking control officer Mike Jeffreys is on patrol. Until 
last month, when Jeffreys started work, citizens could 
ignore posted parking restrictions with virtual impunity 


no more. 

The city has a “zero tolerance” 
policy for those parking illegally 
in fire zones or handicapped park- 
ing spaces, according to City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs. Anyone 
eaught will be ticketed with no 
warnings or waiting. However. 
at a November 29 meeting, Hobbs 
assured council] that Jeffreys is 
not standing around timed spaces 
“with a stop watch” waiting to 
pounce. Instead, a slight grace 
period is allowed before tickets 
are issued for these violations. 

In addition, motorists parking 
along the island near the Co-op 
emtrance must break themselves 
of a long-standing habit. When 
that aisle was one-way, drivers 
not finding a space in the angled 
parking area could slip around 
the aisle and park facing out to- 
ward Centerway. However, now 
that two-way traffic is permitted, 
parking jin that direction will 


earn drivers a quick ticket. Driy- 
ers must park in the direction of 
traffic with their right wheels 
(passenger side) along the island. 
Although the Co-op has posted 
signs to that effect, nose-to-nose 
parking of cars beside this island 
is still a common sight. 
According to Director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment Celia Wilson. Jeffreys met 
with merchants throughout the 
city before starting ticketing to 
introduce himself, explain the en- 


forcement program, and listen to_ 


their concerns. He also confirmed 
that fire lane markings were post- 
ed in accordance with the law. 


Ticket Revenues Declined 
The parking enforcement pro- 
gram was approved during last 
year’s budget review. Over the 
past few years, city ticket reve-

Petition Calls for Meeting 
To Ban Raise in GHI Fees

At the same meeting that a petition was submitted cal- 
ling for a membership meeting to hold the Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. (GHI) membership fees to the same dollar 
amount as the past two years, the GHI Board of Directors 
unanimously adopted a budget that provides for an average 
percent increase in member charges of 1.6 percent. Overall, 
operating charges, which include service fees and other 
corporation income, will increase an average of 2.4 percent. 


If a special membership meet- 
ing is held as a result of the pe- 
tition and if the membership 
adopts the proposed motion, the 
GHI board would have to go 
back and revise the adopted bud- 
get to comply with the motion. 
The board had to do the same 
thing last year when those at- 
tending a special membership 
meeting adopted a similar mo- 
tion. 

The budgeted increases. to 
member charges for 1995 vary 
depending on the kind of home 
a member has. Increases are 
greatest for the nearly 1,000 
frame homes—2.8%. For the ma- 
sonry homes there is a nominal 
decrease in charges of .1% And 
for the larger homes, the budget 
calls for a .2% increase. 

Prior to adopting the bud- 
get, the board held two budget 
work sessions in late August and 
early September, followed by 
seven budget presentations at 
various meetings between Sep- 
tember 22 and November 10. A 
membership hearing on the bud- 
get was held on November 15. 
The budget was introduced for 
first reading on November 15 
and second reading December 1, 
revised and adopted December 1. 

Board Cuts 

In adopting the budget for 
1995, the board reduced two ex- 
penditure items from that pro- 
posed. The budget for the 1994 
audit was reduced from $14,000 
to $9,750 to reflect the proposal 
of the auditing firm selected to 
do the audit. Contributions to 
the replacement reserves for 
the frame and larger homes 
were reduced from that proposed, 
although the replacement fund 
contributions for all homes will 


School Calendar Changes 


Edward M. Felegy, Superinten- 
dent of the Prince George’s 
County public schools, recom- 
mended at the Board of Educa- 
tion’s reorganizational meeting 
on Monday, December 5, a modi- 
fication of the 1994-95 school cal- 
endar. 

January 2, 1995, is being ob- 
served as a legal holiday since 
New Year’s Day falls on a Sun- 
day. The school system was 
scheduled to be in session this 
date. In order for the school 
system to observe this day and 
be in conformity with the long 
established tradition of Monday 
being a holiday when the holiday 
falls on a Sunday, the members 
of the Board of Education ap- 
proved the following calendar 
changes: 

- Monday January 2, 1995, will 
be a holiday for all employees. 
- The last day of attendance for 





be greater than they were in 
1994. The contribution amounts 
adopted were those proposed by 
the staff. 

Earlier, the board had prelim- 
inarily indicated its desire to 
increase the reserve contribu- 
tions by a greater amount that 
would have equalled pro- 
posed expenditures from the 
reserves totaling $148;750. As 
adopted, replacement reserve 
contributions for all homes will 
total $130,250. 

The most significant budget in- 
creases over the 1994 budget are 
for payment of property taxes 
(5.6%) and maintenance and im- 
provements (8.6%). These two 
budgets, plus debt service (which 
remains the same) comprise the 
bulk of GHI expenditures. Since 
GHI has no control over the a- 
mount of taxes that the various 
government agencies will levy or 
the amount of debt repayment it 
must pay on loans for rehabilita- 
tion, any further reductions in 
the budget will most probably be 
taken from the Maintenance and 
Improvements budget, particul- 
arly the budget for the frame 
homes. 


Maintenance Expenses 


The adopted budget increases 
maintenance expenses for the 
frame homes the most (9.5%). 
Masonry home maintenance is 
budgeted to increase 7.7% over 
the 1994 budget and for the larg- 
er homes, maintenance expenses 
will decrease by 1.6%. Routine 
maintenance programs include 
such things as mowing, trim- 
ming, trash pickup and leaf re- 


moval in the common areas, 
spring gutter cleaning, trim 
painting, forest maintenance, 


sewer and storm line flushing, 
slate roof repair and replace- 
ment of smoke detector batter- 
ies and providing smoke alarms 
to homes that don’t have one. 
Contractual maintenance work 
includes bathtub reglazing, pest 
extermination, parking lot re- 
pairs, removal of underground 
tanks, replacement of porch roofs 
and decks, water heater replace- 
ment and sidewalk replacement. 

The new budget provides an 
amount equal to 4% of exist- 
ing salaries for employee merit 
increases. The amount of in- 
crease to individual employees is 
based upon each person’s work 
performance, and some will re- 
ceive more than 4% and some 
will receive less.

I am dismayed to read in the 
News Review of the petitions 
submitted to the GHI board 
requiring GHI to maintain until 
1998 the 1993 budget levels. I 
wonder how many of the signers 
of the petition would allow their 
own finances to be straitjacketed 
at 1993 rates through 1998. 
Would they be comfortable being 
told they could pay no more for 
food or electricity or clothing or 
ear repairs in 1998 than they had 
paid in 1993, and if the suppliers 
of these goods and services in- 
sisted on charging more. then 
they would simply do without? 

Obviously there is cause for 
eoncern at the difficulty of sel- 
ling GHI homes. But if GHI 
does not have enough money to 
pay for goods and services and 
people necessary to maintain our 
homes because its budget is stuck 
at 1993 rates, is it likely that 
run-down homes will sell faster 
than well-maintained homes, even 
if the monthy fees are a bit low- 
er? I find it incredible that 
anyone would think that any indi- 
vidual or family or business or 
cooperative organization could 
hold its budget at a level rate 
for six years. 

I hope that many members of 
GHI will turn out for any special 
meeting and soundly defeat 
these proposals.

A Travesty 


At the GHI Board of Directors 
meeting on December 8, one of 
three petitions given to the Sec- 
retary requested the removal of 
Alan Freas as a director. Freas 
served on the Board of Directors 
for six years. He has been presi- 
dent since 1993. 

During all this time he ‘has 
served in an outstanding manner, 
and with commitment to the best 
interests of the membership. As 
president he served in a position 
which is stressful and made great 
demands on his time and pa- 
tience. He avoided any position 
of partisanship, showing the 
same courtesy and respect to all. 
He resigned as president two 
days before the petition for his 
removal was received. 

It is a travesty that a peti- 
tion has been filed seeking his 
ouster as director. The _ petition 


gave no specifics of any causes 


that remotely justify this ac- 
tion. His conduct as presiding 
officer at the special membership 
meeting last year to which the 
complaint is addressed in part, 
as well as presiding officer at 
Board meetings always was fair, 
impartial and proper. His firm- 
ness in the conduct of these 
meetings was in no way dictator- 
ial or innappropriate. It was 
appropriate in degree and man- 
ner to maintain reason and or- 
der and to carry out his responsi- 
bilities as the presiding officer. 

I believe that an overwhelming 
majority of members who know 
Alan Freas and have seen him 
in action know of his devotion 
and of his contributions to our 
cooperative. 

Most of the same petitioners 
have signed the two other peti- 
tions which could have profound 
and serious consequences for the 
future of GHI and our homes. A 
large turnout of members should 
attend the special meeting to 
learn of the issues. One of these 
petitions is in protest to a pro- 
posed increase in monthly charges 
in 1995 for frame homes of an 
average of $8. 

In the past, members have re- 
sponded to irresponsible proposals 
and have restored sanity and rea- 
son. I have confidence that this 
will happen again if members 
turn out in numbers.

Don’t Freeze 
Future Budgets 


On Saturday January 7, GHI 
will be having a special meeting 
of the membership to vote on a 
petition to freeze Co-op. fees. 
The GHI Board and Management 
have been working on next year’s 
budget for several months now. 
Member turnout at meetings has 
been low. 

The Board and management 
have endeavored to keep costs 
to the members as low as poss- 
ible. Cuts are being made in 
many budget items and others 
have been held steady or to small 
increases. Proposed fee increas- 
es to members will be around 
2.8% for those living in frame 
units and there will be virtually 
no increase for masonry units 
or the larger townhomes. Those 
living in frames should remem- 
ber that their increases have 
been smaller than others in re- 
cent years. 

In spite of this a petition has 
been circulated requesting a 
special meeting and no fee in- 
creases this year. If the motion 
passes as it did at last year’s 
meeting, I can tell you where the 
board will be forced to find a 
large portion of the savings. 
Contract work performed for 
GHI was one of the areas slash- 
ed last year to bring the budget 
in line with members’ vote. Tree 
trimming, bathtub reglazing, 
sewer replacement, and parking 
lot repairs all took heavy cuts. 
This year the board and manage- 
ment have budgeted to increase 


spending in these areas by a total 


of around $78,000. This was done 
because of frequent requests by 
members for’ these _ services. 
There are long waiting lists for 
work in these categories. If you 
are one of the members who has 
been waiting for the reglazing 
of an old tub, or for branches to 


be pruned away from your roof, 
or dead wood removed from your 


trees, or for your cracked and 
decaying parking lot to be re- 
surfaced, or for your sewer lines 
to be replaced so that your toilet 
doesn’t back up, you need to 
show up and be heard. It is not 
possible to maintain the infra- 
structure of our co-op and re- 
peatedly freeze budgets. 

The board understands mem- 
bers’ desire to keep increases 
low. Rate increases cannot regu- 
larly exceed increases in mem- 
bers’ income or members will 
never be able to get ahead in 
their own finances. But the same 
is true for the Co-op and our 
homes’ maintenance. Co-op fee 
increases cannot remain frozen 
while the cost of operating a 
business increases unless needed 
repairs are deferred to the fu- 
ture. This was done in the past 
and the end result was the need 
for a massive rehabilitation pro- 
ject for our homes. The loans for 
this rehab project are still being 
paid. Let’s not make the same 
mistake again.

Special Meeting 
Not Needed 


I strongly disagree with those 
GHI members who feel the need 
to thold a special membership 
meeting to discuss the GHI bud- 
get, and in particular to freeze 
members fees for the next four 
budget years. To those members, 
I offer tthe following observa- 
tions: 

(1) Special meetings have imme- 
diate and non-trivial costs; last 
year’s special meeting cost about 
$8,000. 

(2) Special meetings have long 
term costs which can out-weigh 
the short term cost. Valuable 
staff and board time is diverted 
from the serious long term is- 
sues; in this case the long term 
issues in question are exactly 
your issues - fees. re-sales, re- 
serves, and benefits. We elect 
the Board and hire the Staff to 
look out for the long term health 
of our Cooperative. 

(3) The current Board took time 
and trouble to hhold extra meet- 
ings (regular board and public 
sessions) to solicit members con- 
cerns On the budget. To those 
members who participated, I scy 
“Thank you”. To those who 
signed the petitions I note that 
the total number of member per- 
ticipants was less then needed 
for a quorum at a membersh‘p 
meeting. The Board is respon- 
sive to members, but we members 
have a responsibility to partici- 
pate as well. 

(4) To those who complain thit 
GHI “is conducting business ar 
usual,” look at your Board: a 
majority (5) are serving the'r 
first term (O’Boyle, Henry, Phe- 
lan, Turmbull. and Weber); look 
at your Audit Committee: al] 
three (Barrett, Buzzano, and Ste- 
vens) are new this year: look at 
the staff: our manager has just 
completed her first year on the 
job. You already have the at- 
tention of the Board. 

(5) Finally, the petition to have 
President Freas removed from 
the Board is petty and mean 
spirited. If you felt he was “dic- 
tatorial“ at last year’s Special 
meeting, you should have brought 
ithe issue to last year’s Annual 
Meeting. Or better yet, if you feel 
Mr. Freas doesn’t represent you, 
elect someone else. Regardless of 
how you feel about the budget, 
petitioning tto remove Director 
Freas merely diverts attention. 

You already have the atten- 
tion of an able and hard working 
Board and Staff. I urge you to 
work with them, throughout the 
year, to improve next year’s bud- 
get. It’s not easy; let’s all roll 
up our sleeves and help within 
a very open and accessible pro- 


cess.

Fifty Years Ago 
Christmas in Wartime 

by James Giese 

December, 1944 — Christmas 
in wartime Greenbelt wasn’t the 
same as it once had been. There 
would not be a community tree, 
usually placed across the street 
from the shopping center, be- 
cause tree lights were unobtain- 
able and paper or imitation 
ornaments had proved imprac- 
tical the previous year. Instead 
there would be a community 
Christmas Party, according to 
Community Manager James Gob- 
bel. 

Greenbelt’s chief gardener, 
Angus MacGregor, and his staff 
still would provide trees cut 
from the woodlands to each 
school unit and for other public 
places. He would carefully se- 
lect trees—about 35 in all—from 
the 4,300 acres of forest in ord- 
er to thin out the woods and 
benefit the surrounding trees. 
The largest tree was placed in 
the Elementary School auditori- 
um. 

Santa did visit Brownie Troop 
35 for its Christmas party. The 
Officers Wives Club of Green- 
belt held its first gala Christmas 
party at the Athletic Clubhouse. 
The place was decorated with 
holly and greens and gifts were 
in great abundance under the 
lighted tree. The Maintenance 
staff held a party in their office 
for town employees, which in- 
cluded a delicious lunch, the 
singing of carols and dancing to 
recorded music. Johnny Walker 
entertained with his banjo and 
Herbert Hall, Sr. played some 
accordion numbers. Other events 
noted were a Chirstmas pro- 
gram at Greenbelt High School, 
a Yule party held by the Prince 
Georges Business and Profession- 
al Women’s Club and eight pies 
baked by the wives and mothers 
of Greenbelt servicemen that 
were sent to the USO at Laurel. 

At the Walter Reed Recondi- 
tioning Center in Beltsville, a 
group of Greenbelt girls under 
the direction of Eileen Mudd of 
the Greenbelt Recreation Depart- 
ment entertained the soldiers with 
a Christmas party in the Day 
Room. Seven-year-old Joe Mac 
Schubert of 1-B Gardenway was 
introduced as Santa Claus, Jr. 
Reversing the usual procedure, 
he climbed upon the G.I.’s knees 
to take their Chrismas orders. 
After a performance by the Rec- 
reation Department’s tumbling 
team, Mrs. Green of Berwyn, as 
Mrs. Santa Claus distributed 
gift boxes collected from the 
various clubs and churches in 
the area and the Hospital Com- 
mittee. After refreshments, there 
was choral singing around the 
piano. 

Greenbelt Consumer Services, 
Inc. (GCS) Christmas sales were 
a record-breaking $27,027 in 
spite of the fact that there were 
no turkeys or chickens for sale 
because they could be obtained 
only at prices higher than the 
ceiling prices. Christmas trees 
were sold outside the Food Store, 
with Waldo Mott, the Public Re- 
lations Director, lending a help- 
ing hand. 

In an editorial, the Greenbelt 


Cooperator expressed the hope ) 


that soon, very soon, the gigant- 
ic problem of peace would be 
facing everyone. The paper felt 
that if the spirit of Christmas 
was kept alive throughout the 
year, it would go a long way to- 
ward dealing with this gigantic 
problem and that Greenbelt citi- 
zens should put the Christmas 
spirit to work in their attitudes 
and actions in their daily lives. 
“For it is our small communities 
that form the nuclei for the bet- 
ter world of tomorrow.”

Anyone who used a paid tax 
preparer to file his 1993 federal 
income tax return is probably 
one of more than 20 million tax- 
payers who will not get the tra- 
ditional tax form package from 
the Internal Revenue Service this 
year. Instead, the person will re- 
ceive a Form 8160-V, Tax Pack- 
age Postcard With Voucher, in 
the mail. 

Detailed instructions in the mail- 
out advise taxpayers to use the 
tear-off Form 1040-V, Payment 
Voucher, only for payment of 
their taxes due by April 15, 1995, 
for the 1994 Form 1040 tax re- 
turn. Using the voucher for any 
other purpose, like estimated tax 
payments on ’94 taxes or pay- 
ments due IRS for other reasons, 
could result in misapplied pay- 
ments to a person’s account. 

The Form 8160-V also contains 
a pre-addressed, peel-off label 
which should be given to the tax 
preparer for use om your 1994 
tax return. Taxpayers who want 
a traditional tax package can 
mail in the preaddressed postcard 
on Form 8160-V and IRS will 
send it to them. 

IRS is expanding the use of 
this payment voucher so _ that 
payments may be processed more 
accurately and efficiently. Any 
taxpayer, with a balance due on 
their 1994 federal income tax 
return, can be sure their pay- 
ments are credited properly by 
using the blank version of Form 
1040-V available free by calling, 
toll-free. 1-800-829-3676. 

So avoid problems—use the 
Form 1040-V, Payment Voucher, 
strictly for balances due on the 
1994 Form 1040 return.

She continued, “If 
the bumps on Northway are sup- 
posed to ensure that people do 
not speed, then they need to be 
reinstalled as real humps, not 
bumps. If they are meant to 
cause the traffic to slow to al- 
most a stop, they are designed 
properly as speed bumps.”
